iVA'ir WESTMINSTER'S NEEDS. 



TKe New Westifiinster Grand J ury 'a 
recent presontment was a well-consider- 
ed document. It has been, or will bo, 
forwardod to tlio proper otScors from 
whom we trust it will receive bettor 
treatment than several o£ its prede- 
cessors have' met with. There must of 
a verity bo a more fitting receptacle 
for the" solemn finding of the picked 
• men of a tiistricL than the waste-paper 
basket iu the Attornny Geueral's office. 
Tiie pigeon-holo of oblivion, in which it 
might repose cheek-by-jowl with the 
depositions in the Toil Anderson and 
Gamon cases, until the Day of Judg- 
ment, would be preferable to a lodg- 
ment amidst the litter, the tobacco 
quids and the cigar stumps of the chief 
legal adviser of the Crown. It is with 
the hope that the portions of the ad 
dress which recommend an_ enlargo- 
uaent of the courthouse accommodation 
and the reconstruction of the gaol will 
meet with attention that we now refer 
to it. Persons in attendance on the 
late murder trials must have been 
struck with the inadequateness of ac- 
Kv',coramt)dation>ahd the ;wanb''of vontila- 
' tion which form the distinguishing 
features of the court building. Origin- 
ally intended for the courts alone the 
Government have gradually encroached 
upon tlio limited .•space until they now 
occupy more than a third of the building 
and they will probably appropriate the 
rest of the structure unless other quart- 
ers shall bo found for iho Gov- 
ernment agent. The most economical 
: plan that occurs to us is the enlarge- 
ment of the building to about double 
its present size. There is plenty of 
ground foi the purpose and the addi- 
tion need not cost rising S2,0U0. We 
went through the gaol and as 
cleanly or as well-ordered an establish- 
ment of tlie kind there is not in the 
Province; but it is said of the building 
that it is old and ricketty and conse- 
quently insecure; that its vigilant keep 
era live in nightly dread that some 
prisoner may- kiclc his way through its 
decayed ''sides and make good his 
escape. Thi? ought not to be said with 
truth of any place of conGnement in 
the country. The police, who are vif.i- 
lant and who imperil their lives in the 
capture of criminals, should be able to 
feel that when they confide them to a 
gaoler there exists no reasonable chance 
of their escape; that logs of wood and 
■ piles of blankets' will not be' accepted as 
receipts in full for living, breathing 
men. 

But theVe is another subject upon 
which the grand jury did not touch, 
and which we venture now to bring to 

^i^he;notice of the Government in the 
faint hope that steps will be taken to 
provide a remedy. We refer to the 
condition of the public schools through- 
out the district. We are told on good 
authority that tho schoolhouse at the 
Eoyal City is not in any respect fitted 

-.. for the purpose to which it is devoted; 
that it is too small, unsafe, illy ven- 
tilated and generally inconvenient. At 

' Maple Ridge, a gentleman from Vic- 
toria who visited that school last week, 
says the children are packed like Yar- 
mouth bloaters" in a box. What will 
be the condition of the school in the 
summer, when the attendance is larger 
than in winter, 'can only be imagined. 
Other district schools are in a similar 
condition. The total disregard of the 
simplest rules of hygiene, and tho utter 
impossibility of " teaching the young 
idea to shoot" within a building in 
which there is not space to move and 
scarcely room 'to draw a long -breach 
will be apparent. It is said the condi- 
tion of the public buildings in New 
Westminster City and District has 
been over and over again brought to 
the notice of tho Government, that last 
session the state of the schools was par- 
ticularly referred to; but the city and 
district had committed a heinous crime 
in the eyes of the Government. Tbey 
had exercised a constitutional right iu 
retiii-hing three gentlemen to represent 
them whoso views are not in accord 
with the existing Government. Con- 
sequently, they must bo punished 
("fiinched," we believe, is the expres- 
sion);, and how could their object be 
better attained than by consigning their 
little ones to the sweltering atmos- 
phere of an overcrowded schoolroom, 
and withholding from the settlers 
appropriations neces.nary for the repair 
of the roads and bridges of the district. 
"Thirty-five thousand dollars" that ap- 
peared" in ■ tKoTEstunates'' las'i "year for 
New Westminster dsitrict roads and 
bridges; and there are rumors afloat 
that the whole of that insignificant sum 
has not been laid out. Let us, in clos- 
ing, express the hope that tlio grand 
jury's report to which we have re- 
ferred, together with the suggestions 
we have ventured to make, will receive 
that attention at, th^ hands of the 
Government ttioir . importance entitles 
th^m to.

Considerable interest even iu this 
distant British realm is being felt in 
this approaching contest, which is to 
decide whether tho Conservative or 
Liberal policy is to be tho Govern- 
ment of England. The two elec- 
tions of Liverpool and Southwark 
which lately took place have been re- 
garded as test trials of tho strength of 
the respective parties, and the results 
may bo accepted as indicative of the 
issue of tho impending contest. There 
can, indeetl, bo no doubt that both Con- 
servatives and Liberals so regarded it, 
and both, consequently, brought all the 
weight of their influence to bear upon 
those elections The circumstance of 
Mr. Co wen, M. P., in a late address to 
his constituents at Newcastle (although 
one of the Liberal side) coming forward 
and, in what has been regarded as a re- 
markably forcible speech, heartily ap- 
proving of the foreign policy of the 
Beaconsfield ministry, which policy 
stands first as the permaneat question 
by which the Conservative Ministry 
are willing to stand or fall, bail been 
considered damaging to the Liberal 
cause. 

Thoro aro still other circumstances 
equally damaging in which the old 
adage of "Save. me from my friends," 
has doubtless been on the lips of many 
espousing the Liberal sido ; viz., the 
erraticconductof Gladstone and Bright. 
The former of these two, by his ver- 
bosity, has completely out-talked him- 
self, and nothing iu Briti-sh estimation 
is mora .objectionable in those aspiring 
to rule tho destinies of Empire than 
such continued appearing before tho 
public. This was strikingly exempli 
ficd in regard to the late Lord Brough- 
am. Such outpourings, oft' repeated, 
however good in themselves, seatn to 
corapromiso tho dignity that should be 
upheld. A ceatain amount of reticence 
is indispensable. 

It is a remarkable fe&ture in the 
contest that Gladstone, although not 
the leader of tho opposition, should he 
so demonstrative, attempting apparent- 
ly by such action to outshadow the 
Marquis of Hartington, as if bidding 
for bis place ; but whether such bo his 
ambition or not, it can bo plainly seen 
that his opposition to the present min- 
istry largely partakes of personal ani- 
mosity to Beaconsfield, and it conse- 
quently not only loses much of its 
value, but serves to detract from that 
respect which would otherwisn be en- 
tertained for this distinguished stales- 
man. 

As to what may be tho result of the 

contest it is of course premature as yet 
to ofter an opinion. The Afghan and 
Zulu W ara, the Eastern, question, tho 
bad harvest, and last, though by no 
means least, the Irish distress ; have 
been pregnant with difficulties to sur- 
mount, of expenses entailed, and ob- 
loquy endured, and have given, whether 
deserved or not, facilities for a march 
upon the Conservative ministry and for 
opposition that mayyot be their death- 
blow. Nothing would seem more plain 
than that it is upon such supposed de- 
merits, and mistaken calculations of 
the Beaconsfield Ministry, the 
Liberals seek to gain their way to 
power rather than upon the merits of 
their own programme. 

As to the relative strength of the 
Conservative or Liberal party, irre- 
spective of any majority, there can be 
no doubt that the weight greatly pre- 
ponderates in favor of the Conserva- 
tives, arising from the unanimity pre- 
vailing in their ranks; whereas the 
Liberal side contains the iiio.st hetero- 
genous material and those elements of 
dissension that generally prove fatal.

Nkw YnuK. March 25. — News was 
received to-day of the destruction by 
fire of the entire busines.s portion of 
Samana, Santa Domingo, on the 9th 
inst.; estimated loss §150,000. The 
fire covered a space of about six acres; 
no insurance and nearly nil merchants 
ruined. The poor would bo on the 
verge of starvation wpre it not that tho 
country around Samana abounds in 
fruit, upon which all aro subsisting. 
Most disgraceful scones of pillage fol- 
lowed the fire. It is said that pillagers 
of tho place quarreled over the distri- 
bution of the booty and that several of 
thcra were killed in a fight that follow- 
ed. The fire burned with great fierce- 
ness and tho flames leaping across tho 
streets swept everything away to the 
custom house. In the cnstom house 
was stored a great quantity of tobacco 
ready for shipment, all of which was 
destroyed. The custom house stopped 
further progress of the fire.

was spent in one month. Mr. Coweu 
seconded the motion, pointing out that 
for a couplo ot ccinturiea tho country 
had annual Parliki.nents, and adducing 
a vast amount of historical evidence 
to show that both practical experience 
and the opinions of our leading states- 
men had been in favor of short Parlia- 
ments. It was, in his judgment, es- 
sential to render the contract bet -ween 
members and their constituencies di- 
rect^- constant and complete. He also 
advocated the payment of election ex- 
penses in tho constituencies an^ the 
abolition of canvassing. Tho resolu- 
tion was voted down after a protracted 
debate by a vote of 110 to 60.

Japan, 

yOKOHASiA, March io. — The imper- 
ial ministry has been reconstructed by 
a division of officers. The councillors 
of state are no longer ministers of the 
departments, with the exception of 
Inouyc, who remains in charge of the 
foreign, office and kuroda of the colon- 
ies. 

Prince Henry, grandson of the em- 
peror of Germany is shooting near 
Osaka, incognito. The party violated 
proprietary rights, wero intercepted 
and arrested, when their identity was 
established. The prince and his friends 
belonging to the corvette Prins AdaU 
bei-t, wero released. ' Subsequent apolo- 
gies were made by tbe governor of 
Osaka, the policemen engaged in the 
duty were dismissed or fined, and the 
farmers compelled to apologize.

[St. Petersburs Letter to Naw York Herald.] 

During the past few weeks only a 
comparatively small Nihilist incident 
ha.s occurred in the . Capiltol. Some 
five or six officers of the' Guard were 
engaged in playing billiards at a fash- 
ionable restaurant, when a man in civil 
dr-ess came up and rudely jostled past 
Baron Eoscn, an ofhcer of a fJhlan 
regiment of the Guards. Baron Rosen 
thereupon turned toward tho intruder 
and remarked that it was customary 
to apologize when one happened to 
jostle anybody in passing. Tho offen- 
der sharply rejoined tlmt he would 
willingly apologize did not the offend- 
ed person wear the slavish uniform of 
A^le.Kander II. The Baron, with cue 
in hand, and transported with rage, 
struck the man such a heavy blow 
with it on the head that he fell dead 
on the spot The officers who wer*- 
present hastened for the commander of 
the regiment to which Baron Rosen 
belonged. That gentleman came with- 
out delay, drew up a circutnstantial 
record of the unfortunate, though 
wholly unpremeditated occurrence, ad- 
ding thereto the deposition of many 
witnesses, and personally presented it 
to Gen. Gourko, tho temporary Dicta- 
tor of the Capital. The hitter's answer 
came immediately. It wns very con- 
cise. Gourko drew his pen through 
the report presented* to him by the 
commander of the regiment, and added 
to it the followinpi verdict; "Let Baron 
Rosen bo pardoned and the dead man 
be forgotten." In this uue.xpected 
manner tho matter was dismissed and 
the papers were forbidden- to mention 
the aflair further. Nevertheless Baron 
Rosen deemed it impolitic to retain his 
commission in the Rus.siau army, and 
tendered his resignation, which was 
accepted by the Eini)eror. 

xVx English aval Station ox the 
Euphrates. — The latest foreign mail 
Kqo »-ruwpr{ from Paris to the effect 
that the fieaconsfi'eld Cabinet are now 
working quietly but pensistonlly with 
the object of acquiring a naval station

A BYLAW 

TO FURTHER AMEND THE POUND BY- 
LAW, 1878. 

WHEBBASit is n^edieivt'^tp /xirthw 
amend the Ciiy Pouiid Bylaw;^^K- ' ' 

BE IT ENACTED BYi'THfi ' MAYOE, 
and Counoillors of the Oily btyiotoria 
as follow*: — ' ' ' 

Not-withatancling anything contained in 
tho Victoria City Pound Bylaw, 1878, it 
aliall bo lawful for tho Mayor and Coun- 
cil, by such person as they shall hy reso- 
lution appoint, upon tho application of 
any person residing -within tho City of 
Victoria and owning or keeping within 
tho limits of tho said City a dog or dogs, 
to issue to such person a license entitling 
such person to permit his dog or dogs to 
run at large within the liniita of the City 
of Victoria aforesaid. Siich license sluall bo 
granted so as to terminate on the thirty- 
hwt day of Decemb( v in each nnd every 
year, and shall bo issued to sach person 
on payment by hirn of the sum of two 

doUara. '^■^j^i^.t^^^k^im.- 

2. It shall be tho duty of tho Collector, 
or other officer or servant of the Corpora- 
tion duly authorized by resolution for 
that purpose, on issuing the said license 
to register in a book to bo kept for that 
purpose a description of tlie dog in re- 
spect of which such license shall be grant- 
ed and tho name of ' the pprson to . whom 
such license flhall be delivered. And the 
officer or servant of tho Corporation issu- 
ing such license slmll at tlio Bame time 
deliver to tho npplic;int therefor a metal 
badge or tag stamped with tho year in 
which such badge or tag shallboissuedand a 
number corresponding with tho number 
of tho record of tho issue of tho license 
issued in respect of such dog. 

3. Tho owner or keeper of any dog in 
respect of whicli such license shall bo 
issued as aforesaid shall cause a collar to 
bo constantly worn by such .dO£[i with itho 
motal badge or tag mentioned in section 
two of this Bylaw attached thereto. 

4. No dog shall be permitted to go at 
largo in tho City of Victoria unless sucli 
dog shall wear a metal badge' or t.tg to be 
used under the provisions of this Bylaw, 
and in case any dog shall bo found loose 
or going at Inrgo as aforesaid contrary to 
tho provisions of this Bylaw the owner or 
keeper of such dog shall forfeit and pay a 
fine or penalty of not more than twenty 
dollars, to be recovered in tho manner 
proviaedifor in the tenth section of "The 
Victoria Revenue Bylaw, 1870." 

And notwithstanding tho imposition of 
any fine under the provisions of this By- 
law, such dog shall be liable to be im- 
pounded and dealt mth in all respects in 
the same manner As' if this Bylaw had not 
been passed. 

5. On complaint being made to the 
Collector of Taxes of the City of A''ictoria 
of any dog kept within tho City limits 
habitually disturbing tho quiot of any 
person or persons whomsoever by bark- 
ing or howliney or endangering the safety 
of any person by biting or otherwise, the 
Collector of Taxes on such complaint shall 
issue or cause to be issued notice of such 
complaint to the owner or person keeping 
such dog and shall cause such person to 
remove or destroy such dog within three 
days after the service of such notice upon 
such person. Aiid • if any/ peraj)n\upon 
whom any such notice shall bo ' served as 
aforesaid shall neglect to remove or de- 
stroy such dog within the period limited 
in such notice, ho shall inciir a penalty 
not exceeding tho sum of twenty dollars, 
to be recovered by way of summary pro- 
ceedings before any Justice of the Peace 
having jurisdiction within the City limits, 
and payment of any fine imposed unde'r 
tlio provisions of this section may be en- 
forced in tho manner provided in tho tenth 
section of " Tho Victoria Revenue Bylaw, 
1879," 

Provided always that such Justice of

This Bylaw shall bo read in connection 
with and form part of tho Victoria City 
Pound Bylaw, 1878, and may be cited for 
all purposes as tho Pound Bylaw Amend- 
ment Bylaw, 1880.
